under any authority, SO re- 
morseless _.4 . critic. ig. he. 
Freud is. the Eternal Jew, 
taking a terrible revenge on 
‘Christendom for its . mal- 
treatment of his race, . . 


He is a past master in‘black 
magic. As the. ‘cavalcade. of 


'|the cerituries marches past him,’ 


he touches with his psychoanaly- 
tic wand each member of it .in 
turn, mutters. over it the word 
‘Tilusion’,.and watches it vanish 
The world out- 
side his consulting- -room is the 
willing victim of its own dreams, 
and only within the four walls 
of that room is truth to be 
found! 


-“ORIGINAL SIN”, "" 


Take, for example, his account 
of the ‘primitive horde’. In the

which fs Nettle, if at all, better 
than the brute.” Do you urge, for 
éxample, that at any rate. family 
affection bears witness to some- 
thing higher? The reply is that 
jealousy rather than affection is 
the normal relation between mem- 
bers of the same family, and. that 
is the exception between 
brothers and sisters, the rulo.-is 
hate. Do you answer that the 
very: existence of human socicty 
and of such sentiments as ipatrio- 
tism ia proof that man ‘is not 
wholly’ self-secking?
